WARRANT FOR ANNUAL TOWN MEETING, 
MARCH 7, 1904. " 
COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
Worcester ss: 


To either Constable of the Town of Hopedale, in said County, 
Greeting: 
In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are 
hereby required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said 
town, qualified by law to vote in elections and in town affairs 
to meet at the Town Hall, on Monday, the seventh day of 
March next, punctually at 9 o’clock in the forenoon, (the polls 
may be closed at one o’clock in the afternoon on said day of 
meeting,) to act upon the following articles, namely:— 
Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. | 


Article 2. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. The following officers to be voted for upon one 
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written or printed ballot and the use of the check list: Town 
clerk, treasurer, collector, auditor, selectmen, one road com- 
missioner for three years, overseers of poor, board of health, 
one assessor to serve three years, one member of the school 
committee to serve for three years, five constables, one trustee 
of public library to serve three years, one park commissioner 
to serve three years, and one tree warden to serve for one 
year; also to bring in their ballots, “Yes” or “No” in answer 
to the question: “Shall licenses be granted in this town for 
the sale of intoxicating liquors?” 


Article 3. To hear and act upon the report of the select- 
men, overseers of the poor, school committee, engineers of the 
fire department, and any other officers and committees of said 
town. 


Article 4. To raise such sum or sums. of money as may 
be deemed necessary to defray town charges for the year en- 
suing, and appropriate the same. 


Article 5. To see if the town will instruct the treasurer 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes, the same to be paid 
from the taxes of 1904. 


Article 6. To see if the town will appropriate fifty dol- 
lars toward defraying the expense of Memorial Day. 


Article 7. To see if any discount will be allowed on 
taxes paid on or before the first of September, or take any 
action in relation to the same. | 


Article 8. To see what disposition the town will make 
of money refunded from county on account of dog tax. 


Article 9. To see what compensation the town will allow 
the collector of taxes for his services. 


Article 10. To see if the town will authorize the select- 
men to take charge of all legal proceedings for or against the 
town. 


Article 11. To see if the town will authorize the select- 
men to locate a street light on Freedom street near Progress 
street, appropriate money for the same, or take any action in 
relation thereto. 
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Article 12. To see if the town will authorize the select- 
men to locate eight street lights on Dutcher street, north of 
Dennett street, appropriate money for the same, or take any 
action in relation thereto. 

Article 13. To see if the town will vote to repair Free- 
dom street, raise and appropriate money therefor, or take any 
action in relation thereto. 

Article 14. To see if the town will vote to repair Ceme- 
tery street, raise and appropriate money therefor, or take any 
action in relation thereto. 

And you are hereby directed to serve this warrant by 
posting up attested copies thereof in at least four public places 
in said town, seven days at least before the time set for said 
meeting.

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TOWN MEETING, MARCH 7, 1904. 


Pursuant to warrant lawfully posted, the inhabitants of 
Hopedale duly qualified by law to vote in elections and in 
town affairs, met at Town Hall, and punctually at nine o’clock 
were Called to order by the clerk of said town, who read the 
warrant, and under ! 


Article 1. Mr. F. J. Dutcher was chosen moderator with 
the use of the check list. 


Article 2. The polls were declared open, and balloting 
for town officers, and for “Yes” or “No” in answer to the 
question “Shall licenses be granted in this town for the sale of 
intoxicating liquors?” then proceeded. 


Article 3. Voted: That the report of the selectmen, over- 
seers of the poor, school committee, engineers of the fire de- 
partment, and all other officers of the town be accepted. 


Mr. E. D. Bancroft, in behalf of the committee appointed 
to look into the matter regarding better facilities and accom- 
modations for handling the fire apparatus, said this commit- 
tee was ready to report, but asked that this be laid over until 
the chairman of said committee should be present, as he was 
expected later. 


Mr. E. 8. Draper, chairman of the above mentioned com- 
mittee, on his arrival, made the following report. The com- 
mittee had looked at this point from all sides and had care- 
fully considered many propositions, more or less expensive, 
but had finally come to the conclusion that the only proper 
way in which to give the town the protection needed was to 
build and equip a new fire station with the necessary appara- 
tus, including horses and other equipment. As the present 
location of the fire station might be needed, should the Dra- 
per Company wish to extend their shops in that direction, Mr. 
Draper stated that this would mean the purchase of land for a 
new site and the erection of a suitable building adequate for fu- 
ture needs. This he said would require a large expenditure of 
money, and that the committee did not feel like going further 
without more authority from the town. It was then voted on 
motion of George Otis Draper that the same committee, con-

sisting of E. S. Draper, E. D. Bancroft, and the board of fire — 
engineers, be given authority to proceed in regard to prepar- 
ing plans looking towards procuring a site, etc., and to report 
at a special town meeting to be called later. 

Article 4. Voted: That the chair appoint a committee of 
nine, who shall retire and recommend a list of appropriations 
for the year ensuing. 

The chair appointed the following committee:— 

Geo. Otis Draper, K. D. Bancroft, HK. A. Darling, 
L. B. Gaskill, Chas. EK. Pierce, Frank J. Dutcher, 
Frank H. French, Clare H. Draper, H. W. Bracken. 

Voted: To accept the report of above committee as read 
by George Otis Draper, chairman, and act upon the same item 
by item.

Article 5. Voted: That for the purpose of procuring a 
temporary loan to and for the use of the Town of Hopedale, 
in anticipation of the taxes of the present municipal year, the 
town treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to borrow 
from time to time, with the approval of the majority of the 
board of selectmen, a sum or sums not exceeding in the ag- 
gregate $35,000.00 (thirty-five thousand dollars) and to exe- 
cute and deliver the note or notes of the town therefor, paya- 
ble within one year from the time the loan is made. Any 
debt or debts incurred by a loan or loans to the town under 
this vote shall be paid from the said taxes of the present mu- 
nicipal year. 

Article 6. Voted: To raise and appropriate $50.00 to de- 


fray the expense of Memorial Day, said amount to be paid to 
Post 22, G. A. R. 


Article 7. Voted: To allow a discount of two per cent 
on all taxes paid on or before September first. 

Article 8. Voted: To turn over to the library the money 
refunded to the town from county on account of dog tax. 

Article 9. Voted: That the collector of taxes be allowed 
one half of one per cent for his services. 

Article 10. Voted: To authorize the selectmen to take 
charge of all legal proceedings for or against the town. 

Article 11. Voted: To authorize the selectmen to locate 
a street light on Freedom street, near Progress street, and 
raise and appropriate $22.50 for the same. 

Article 12. Voted: To authorize the selectmen to locate 
four (eight being the ‘number asked for) street lights on 
Dutcher street north of Dennett street, and raise and appro- 
priate $90.00 for the same. 

Article 18. Voted: To repair Freedom street, and raise 
and appropriate $1000.00 for the same.

Article 14. Voted: To repair Cemetery street, and raise 
and appropriate $1000.00 for the same. 

Voted: To close the polls at one o’clock p. m. 

Punctually at one o’clock the moderator declared the 
polls closed, and the ballots were counted by the selectmen, 
the result being declared as follows: License: 2 Yes.

REPORT OF THE ROAD COMMISSIONERS ON THE 
NEW LAY-OUT OF CEMETERY STREET. 

There being no definite boundaries for the lay-out of 
Cemetery street, the board of road commissioners, having com- 
plied with the requirements of the law, would report to the 
town for its acceptance a re-location of said town way bounded 
and described as follows; “Beginning at a point at land of 
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William F. Draper and Draper Company twenty and fifteen 
hundredths (20.15) feet from stone bound at the intersection 
of the boundary line of the above owners with that of the 
westerly line of the Hopedale cemetery, thence N. 20 deg. 30 
min. E. 514.68 feet to an angle; thence N. 2 deg. 00 min. W. 
80.00 feet to curve; thence on curve of 39 feet radius to cen- 
ter line of Union street. 

Said street to be forty (40) feet wide, twenty (20) feet 
distant and parallel to center line herein described, from the 
place of beginning to first angle then narrowing from 40 ft. 
wide to thirty-three (83) feet in the distance of eighty (80) 
feet, the seven (7) feet being taken from the east side, and 
then continuing on curve 33 feet wide to the end, said curve 
being tangent to Union street. 


Plans and description as above were filed with the town 
clerk June 14, 1904, and we herewith submit the same as a 
part of our report.

SrecTion 3. Physicians and midwives shall on or before 
the fifth day of each month report to the clerk of each city or 
town a correct list of all children born therein during the pre- 
ceding month at whose birth they were present, stating the 
date and place of each birth, the name, if any, of the child, its 
sex and color, and the name, place of birth, and residence of 
the parents, the maiden name of the mother, and the occupa- 
tion of the father. If the child is illegitimate, the name of, 
and other facts relating to, the father shall not be stated, ex- 
cept at the request in writing of both father and mother, filed 
with the return, The fee of the physician or midwife shall be 
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twenty-five cents for each birth so reported, which shall be 
paid by the city or town where the report is made, upon pre- — 
sentation to the city or town treasurer of a certificate from the 
city or town clerk, stating that said births have been properly 
reported to him. A physician or midwife who neglects to re- 
port such list on or before the fifteenth day of the month shall 
for each offence forfeit not more than twenty-five dollars. 

Srection 6. Parents within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every householder, within forty days after a birth 
in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the 
clerk of the city or town in which such child is born.

The park commissioners were allowed the regular appro- 
priation of $2,500 at the March meeting, although contem- 
plating a very large proportionate outlay for new bath house 
facilities. Plans were made for this bath house, with the 
idea of using lumber from the old ice house for a large part 
of the frame and sheathing. During the taking down of the 
old ice house, the building caught fire, burning so rapidly as 
to endanger the men on the roof, and also preventing the re- 
moval of the tools and implements stored therein. The extra 
expense involved in building the bath house on account of 
this loss, and the added loss of the tools themselves, approxi- 
mated a total of $300, and there was no insurance. The bath 
house was ready for use.early in the season, and has been 
very well patronized. Mr. Durgin, our superintendent, has 
been in charge, and has kept the actual detail of the number 
of baths taken and the parties having baths. The total for 
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the season figures 1971, the greatest number in any one day 
being 79. 

We have adopted the following set of rules for bathers 
and superintendent: — 


Horrepatr, Mass., June 24, 1904. 


This bath house will be open until further notice from 
3.80 to 5.80 and from 6.30 to 7.30 p. m., except Sundays and 
holidays and days on which the weather is unsuitable for 
bathing. 

The flag will be shown when the bath house is open to 
the public. 

The building and premises are in charge of Mr. Walter 
F, Durgin, park superintendent. 

Parties desiring to have use of the conveniences of the 
bath house must make application to Mr. Durgin, and give 
their names and residences. | 

The small lockers will be rented on a basis of $1.50 each 
for the season, and 50 cents of this amount will be returned 
when key is returned to the park superintendent. 

No charge will be made for the use of the dressing- 
rooms. .No one will be allowed to undress and dress in the 
large rooms outside of the dressing-rooms. 

Mr. Durgin has instructions to see that all general park 
rules and regulations or special regulations in regard to the 
bath house, or bathing, or town by-laws on the subject of 
bathing are strictly enforced. 

Bathing will not be allowed from any point on park 
territory except from the bath house. Special attention is 
called to Articles 7 and 8 of the town by-laws which read as 
follows:— 

‘*‘No person in a state of nudity shall bathe in any of the waters of 


the town between the hours of sunrise and sunset in places exposed to 
public view or in the vicinity of any dwelling-house.’’ 


‘*Any person guilty of a violation of these by-laws, shall pay a fine 
not exceeding twenty dollars for each offence ; and all fines so recovered 
shall be paid into the town treasury.’’ 


It is expected that people availing themselves of the 
privilege of the bath house will do everything possible to as- 
sist in keeping the building and vicinity in neat and good 
condition. 


The playground was given over for use as usual by Dra- 
per Company employees for their field day, and it has also 
been used by organized ball teams, both for baseball, Rugby , 
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and Association football. The latter game is quite a novelty 
in this section, and has proved most interesting for players and 
spectators alike. The two tennis courts have been in almost 
constant use during proper playing weather. 

In view of the disorder attending band concert evenings 
in the past, the park commissioners felt it necessary to take 
special precautions to prevent such annoyance during the 
present season. It is, of course, essential that quiet and order 
be preserved, to enable those who enjoy music to hear it pro- 
perly, and we are glad to note a decided improvement in these 
essentials. 


We are continuing trimming and thinning on our wood 
properties during the winter months, the sale of the wood 
about balancing the expense. We have not been able to 
make any other real estate improvements, owing to the limi- 
tations of our appropriation, and the fire loss previously 
noted. We hope to be able to make it more convenient for 
the public to obtain access to the pond side properties in the 
near future. The upper end is now well reached from Ilazel 
‘ street, the side street leading off of the Upton road beyond 
the intersection of Dutcher street and West street, but the 
lower end of our property is somewhat swampy in places, 
necessitating more or less in the way of culverts and filling to 
even allow a proper foot-path to be laid out. The electric 
cars now stop on request near the picnic grounds at the upper 
end of the park, and we hope that a greater majority of the 
citizens will visit this property and appreciate the great im- 
provement that has been made. 


In our last report, we mentioned the advisability of a 
descriptive tablet for the doorstep ofthe old house, which is 
now preserved in the Ballou Memorial park. The expense of 
the same was found to be beyond the resources of the park 
fund, but private subscriptions have enabled a very appropri- 
ate bronze tablet to be procured. 

We believe the prohibition of hunting within the park 


territory is producing good results, and in order to make this 
territory a still better refuge for game birds and songsters, 
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our superintendent bas left more or less grain in certain sec- 
tions during the winter months. 

Believing that the park expense is for the advantage of a 
great majority of our citizens, and that they have ratified past 
expenditure by marked appreciaticn, we ask for an appropria- 
tion of $2500 for the ensuing year.

This pepe nage all bills contracted for the year 1904. 
The new boiler voted at the last March meeting was furnished 
and set during the summer vacation, and the total expense, 
including the necessary changes incidental, was $920.82, or 
$29.18 less than the appropriation. Although we have had 
no weather during the present winter that corresponded with 
the worst of the winter one year ago, we do not think there 
will be the slightest difficulty in heating the building easily 
under any weather conditions. 

For the coming year there will probably be repairs to be 
made on the high school building, to care for leaks that have 
been developing, which will involve new shingles on most of 
the roof. This building will also need painting. We recom- 
mend for the year 1905 the same appropriation as last year, 
‘namely: $14,500, this to include transportation of children 
from South Hopedale, continuation of kindergarten, and all 
other regular school expenses.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To THE ScHOOoL CoMMITTEE OF HOPEDALE:— 


I herewith submit my third report, which is the eleventh 
annual report of the superintendent of schools. 


If, as I believe, the purpose of a superintendent’s report 
is to acquaint the citizens with the condition and progress of 
our schools, this report could be made unusually brief, be- 
cause the townspeople were invited to judge for themselves of 
our school work at the public exhibition held last June. That 
more than five hundred people accepted the invitation during 
the two afternoons and evenings it was held, speaks well for 
the interest of the community in the schools. The work ex- 
hibited covered the children’s efforts in all branches, but was 
in no sense show-work, as every child was represented by the 
daily work he had done. The written work was in nearly 
every case the first draft, the teachers being requested to 
mark all work re-written, ‘second copy.” The many expres- 
sions of approval heard from the parents would seem to indi- 
cate that the work was well done, but as this testimony was 
necessarily biased, it was gratifying to have teachers and 
school officials from other towns commend the exhibition. 


Much effort was expended the past year in endeavoring 
to secure from each individual pupil the best work of which 
he was capable. At the high school this attempt was greatly 
aided by your voting that “no pupil who failed to satisfacto- 
rily complete ten hours’ work, exclusive of drawing, out of 
tbe sixteen hours required, should be allowed to enter the next 
higher class.” Notification of your action was sent to each 
home, and the results have been satisfactory. The teachers in 
the grades have also striven to secure painstaking, thorough 
work, putting a premium on self-reliance, believing that in 
the world which the child will soon enter there is a steady de- 
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mand for people who do the tasks set for them in a thorough , 
finished manner. 

This year for the first time since a ninth grade was intro- 
duced in Hopedale, there are four classes at the high school. 
As some of the pupils are preparing for college the number 
of classes is greater than two teachers can handle to the best 
advantage. While the building is ill adapted to the work of 
three teachers, I would recommend that a teacher be secured 
for at least a part of the time next year. 

There have been some changes in the teaching force this 
year. Miss Taylor resigned from the eighth grade and Miss 
Rogers was transferred from the seventh to fill the vacancy. 
Miss Mary Forbes of Holbrook was elected to the seventh 
grade. Miss Forbes is a teacher of experience and is doing ex- 
cellent work. Miss Bartlett resigned from the second grade 
to accept a position at Newton. She had given six years of 
most efficient service to Hopedale schools and her resignation 
was a source of regret. Miss Day was transferred from the 
sixth grade to the second at her request, and is well adapted 
to work with the younger children. Miss Alice 8. Morrison, 
with several years’ experience in the schools of Attleboro, was 
elected to the sixth grade. The wisdom of the choice has 
been amply demonstrated. Miss Herrick of Burlington, Ver- 
mont, was elected teacher of drawing, succeeding Miss Robin- 
son, who resigned to be married. Miss Robinson was by 
training and disposition a superior teacher of drawing. Her 
loss was a serious one to our schools. Your corps as now 
constituted is, I believe, an unusually efficient one, and I trust 
it may be retained without change. 

This report would be incomplete without mentioning the 
most helpful talk given the teachers on “The Use of Our 
Library,” by the librarian of the Bancroft Memorial Library 
at the library building. Thanks for this and many other 
kindnesses to the teachers are tendered Miss Sornborger. 

Thanks are also extended to Rev. Lewis G. Wilson for his 
gift of mounted specimens of birds presented to the high 
school. 

A comparison of the statistics for 1903 and 1904 shows 
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a gain in the things desirable and a loss in the things unde- 
sirable. 7 


The total enrolment is greater by seven, average mem- | 
bership by the same number, average daily attendance great- 
er by thirteen, and per cent of attendance by one and thirty- 
nine hundredths per cent. The tardy marks decreased by 
forty-one, the dismissals by four, and there were but one half 
as many corporal punishments. The average number belong- 
ing, including kindergarten, was three hundred thirty-two, 
with an average daily attendance of three hundred twelve. 

In closing I wish to thank the teachers, the committee, 
and the townspeople for assistance and encouragement.

In the department of music no changes of importance 
have taken place during the past year. The same principles 
must be taught, and it is our constant endeavor to find the 
best way of presenting and applying these principles, that the 
work may be more satisfactory from year to year. As in the 
past, we have met with encouragement and encountered diffi- 
culties, 


Classes vary, and when one grade will do excellent work, 
the same teacher may be unable, with even more effort, to get 
as good results from the following class. However, I am able 
to report gratifying progress during the year. 


From the lowest grade to the high school, the pupils 
have been enthusiastic and responsive. Marked improvement 
has been made by the eighth and ninth grades under the able 
direction of Miss Rogers. At the beginning of the school 
year a new book was purchased for the high school, and has 
proved a success. | 

I have nothing but praise for the faithfulness with which 
the teachers have performed their part of the work, and to 
their efforts is due very largely the amount of success which 
has been attained.

DRAWING TEACHER’S REPORT.

The report which I present herewith begins with the 
work of September, 1904, and extends over a period of five 
school months. 


During September fall flowers were drawn in color in all 
the grades. In October fruits claimed our attention. No- 
vember was given to the representation of vegetables, and in 
the lower grades, the last weeks of the month found us mak- 
ing Thanksgiving souvenirs. We approached the December 
work by a course in lettering and the designing of initials, 
this work culminating in the construction of Christmas gifts 
and souvenirs. January has concentrated our thought upon 
the mechanical dawing, represented in the primary grades 
merely by simple construction and the drawing and cutting 
of geometric shapes. 


During December and January picture study has been 
carried on in some of the grades and will soon be taken up 
by several others. 


The high school classes have been pursuing work similar 
to that followed in the grades, with this variation; pen and 
ink drawing has been systematically studied by the senior 
class, not only by practice, but also by observation of good 
technique as shown in the work of the best illustrators. 


The freshman and sophomore classes have pursued two 
lines of work: First, a course in free-hand drawing in color; 
and second, a course in mechanical drawing, consisting of 
geometric problems and orthographic projection. 

The history of art teaches us that the artists who studied 
nature in her haunts and who kept free from slavish imitation 
of masters or the traditions of the schools, contributed most to 
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the legacy of the imperishable in art which we now possess. 
During the spring months, we purpose drawing and painting 
directly from nature specimens gathered by the pupils. 


In closing, we would return thanks to the teachers and 
children for all their efforts to make the drawing a success.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


The trustees of The Bancroft Memorial Library respect- 
fully submit the nineteenth annual report. 

It is with great pleasure that we can report the fifth year 
in our new library building the best year, not only in regard 
to the number of books circulated, but also as to the number 
of people who have used the library. Our circulation has 
been 21,437 books, while in 1898, the last complete year in 
the old library, it was 12,348. This is doubtless due in part 
to the use of the second or non-fiction card, partly to the in- 
crease in population, but chiefly to the able service which is 
given the public by our librarian. 

During the past two years a daily record of the number 
of juvenile books given out shows that nearly one fifth of all 
books issued were juvenile, a large percentage; so large and 
so important that, while great care is taken in the selection: 
and distribution of books, it is earnestly urged that the par- 
ents co-operate with the librarian that the books adapted to 
the ages of the children may be read by them. No definite 
record has been kept of the work done by the patrons in the 
reference room, but there has been a decided growth, and the 
reference books now offer a wide field for students of all de- 
partments. For the first time in the history of the library, 
we have a complete card catalogue, which we hope to improve 
somewhat by adding more cards, analyzing the contents of 
important books and sets of books. We have also this year 
printed our first finding list. This is a little booklet of twenty- 
two pages, giving a list, both by author and subject, of the 
books purchased from 1899 through 1904 with the money pre- 
sented by Gen. Draper for the purchase of technical books, to- 
gether with the books on similar subjects which the library 
previously owned. 

We have made a new departure this year by trying in a 
small way to add music for circulation. This seems to be an 
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excellent experiment, if we can judge by the fact that it is in 
almost constant demand. 

A very important work is that which is done by the pu- 
pils of the public schools; and every effort is made to give 
them the splendid opportunities of a public library. In so far 
as possible all books suggested by the teachers and superin- 
tendent, other than text-books, are purchased. Our librarian 
held a meeting of the teachers at the library, that the teachers 
might learn what we had which would be of service to them, 
and that we might learn what they would like added to our 
already well equipped reference department. The teacher in 
every grade sent us a list for summer reading, which increased 
our circulation; for not only were new cards taken by the 
pupils, but in some cases the parents took out the books to 
read them to the children. 

The Library Art Club has sent us twelve exhibits: Sicily; 
Canterbury; Assisi; Venice No. 1; Sienna; Elson prints; Ger- 
man festoons; Switzerland; Modern American sculpture ; 
York; Egypt; Oxford. ‘Some of these were especially fine, 
and all of them very interesting. 

. By the request of Mr. J.S. Henry an exhibition of ama- 
teur photography was allowed, which seemed most successful 
in every way, and which we hope may be repeated another 
year. This was held from Dec. 5 to Dec. 17, and pictures 
were sent in by Mr. J.S. Henry, Mr. W. S. Fitch, Mr. W. H. 
Nelson, Mr. Fred Ball, Mr. J. J. Emig, and Mr. Warren Henry. 

On Saturday evening, Dec. 17, Mr. Hodgman gave an ex- 
hibit of photographs which were fine, unusual and interesting. 
That day was the record day in the life of the library; and to 
. the gentlemen who helped in the success of this exhibition 
the trustees desire to extend their thanks. 

The branch library at South Hopedale has been discon- 
tinued. Last year the books were sent down once a week, 
and the expense was about a cent a month. This year they 
were sent but once a month, with an expense of 24 cents for 
each book taken out. The interest seemed to have waned 
somewhat, and a visiton Nov. 7 showed that but two families 
were availing themselves of the privileges, so it was decided 
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to disdontinue the branch now, but should there be any de- 
mand for the work there later the trustees will be very glad 
to renew the branch. The thanks of the trustees and the peo- 
ple benefited during the past year are extended to Miss Dewing. 

We have continued our magazine table, and invite your 
co-operation, both in giving magazines and in taking them. 
And our bulletin-board served an excellent purpose in calling 
attention to books and articles, popular, new, interesting, and 
instructive. 

Mrs. C. L. Bailey has presented the library a valuable 
collection of 72 books on technical subjects. Some of them 
are books from correspondence schools, which are very desir- 
able, but which we are unable to purchase. Of these 72 vol- 
umes, all of which are of recent publication, only nine are 
duplicates of those we already have. A full list of these books 
will be found elsewhere. The trustees are very grateful to 
Mrs. Bailey for her extremely generous donation. 

The general policy of the library will be the same in the 
future as in the past, but the special work of the librarian 
next year will be along the lines of local history—endeavor- 
ing at the same time to collect everything possible which was 
written by the Rev. Adin Ballou, the founder of the Hopedale. 
Community. For this purpose we shall be very grateful for 
local photographs, showing things as they were or as they 
are, also any books, papers or pamphlets which would be of 
general interest. Our local photographic collection was started 
two years ago, when the Draper Company presented us with 
thirteen photographs of Bancroft parkway, and to this Mrs. 
F’. EK. Ball has added two pictures this year. 

The account of the presentation of the beautiful fountain, 
placed on the land south of the library and given to the care 
of the trustees, has a special place in the report elsewhere. 

Miss Sornborger is still rendering valuable service to us 
and to you. She is ever ready, to assist in the reference de- 
partment or in the selection of books, and all helpful sugges- 
tions are gratefully received by her and by the trustees. 

As each year makes possible the increase in books, so also 
the pleasure and benefit to the reading public must be greater, 
and so, again, in trying to give the greatest good to the 
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greatest numbers, we thank you for your consideration, your 
co-operation and your interest.

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Presentation and Acceptance of the Fountain. 


At the town meeting held November 8, 1904, the select- 
men and trustees were appointed a committee to accept a gift of 
the fountain of Mrs. Wm. F. Draper, who wishes it presented 
to the town. The committee met in the trustees’ room of The 
Bancroft Memorial Library, November 12,1904. Mrs. Draper 
was accompanied by Gen. Draper and Miss Margaret Draper, 
and presented the gift to the town in the following words:— 
LADIES AND GENTLEMEN:— 

I am informed that the town of Hopedale has made its 
selectmen and the trustees of the town library a committee to 
receive in its name the fountain which has been erected on 
the public library grounds. For the purpose of making the 
presentation, therefore, I have asked you to meet me, and I 
am very glad to turn the fountain over to the town, it being 
complete and in place. A winter covering has been ordered 
for it, and will be included in the gift. 

For several years I have had in mind the leaving of a 
suitable memorial in our beautiful town, and I have felt that 
something artistic would be desirable, as you are sure to pro- 
vide yourselves with everything that is needed of a practical 
character. Being well acquainted with the eminent and rep- 
resentative American sculptor in Rome, Waldo Story, I took 
his advice, and thatof others, and decided that a fountain, sur- 
mounted by a statue of Hope, would be a suitable embellish- 
ment of the town of Hopedale. Artistically I think it isa 
great success, and I believe the time will come when people 
will come from far and near to see and admire it. As a 
Southerner by birth I have given less thought to the utilita- 
rian side, but I hope that the cups of water here furnished 
will refresh many a tired mechanic or schoolboy in long years 
to come. 

I hereby transfer the ownership and care of the fountain 
to you, selectmen and trustees, as agents for the town, and if 
any papers are thought necessary by your counsel, in addition 
to this statement, I will gladly furnish them.

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The gift was accepted by Mr. EK. A. Darling, chairman of 
the selectmen, for the committee, as follows:— 

Mrs. Draper: In behalf of the town of Ilopedale, I have 
the honor of accepting your generous gift. 

The town is gratified that you are interested not only in 
adding to its beauty, but in presenting a gift that will give 
pleasure and comfort to its citizens. 

The town is proud to have such a magnificent work of 
art; beautiful in design, wonderful in carving, the work of a 
master. 

This fountain will prove a source of education, with its 
perfect Carrara marble and its symbols of hope and prosperi- 
ty and plenty, to us of today and to future generations. The 
town appreciates your gift, it thanks you and accepts it in 
the generous spirit in which it is given, and for it will ever 
keep you in grateful remembrance.
